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Edgar English, steward's mate, 
third class, 1507 Marin Ave. and 
other crewmen who served on the 
sibmarine chaser PC 824 have been 
commended for “quick thinking and 
efficient action” which saved lives 
of the 11 members of a B-29 crew, 

The action took place north of Sai- 
pan when the sub chaser was en 
route to Iwo Jima. The B-29 was 
seen to circle slowly around the con- 
voy to which the PC 824 was at- 
tached. Then her crewmen began 
to bail out. 

As each parachute opened, a ship's 
lookout was assigned to it with in- 
structions to never take his eyes 
from it. The ship headed toward 
the fliers and the damage control 
party made preparations for the res- 
cue, bringing out heaving lines, rope 
ladders and hot coffee. 

As the last man bailed out, 
B-29 swerved and careened into 
sea. Six fliers were aboard the 
chaser in short order, and the 
picked up

It was the second rescue mission 
for the PC 824 and highlighted her 
seven months in the Pacific.
